PARIS, April 27 (R). — Six French air force Jaguar 
fighter- bombers arrived in the strife-torn African repu- 
blic of Chad today, apparently marking further French 
co mmitm e nt to its former colony. Informed sources said 
here. The she warplanes arrived at N’djamena airport 
from Dakar, Senegal, together with a C-135 tanker for 
in-flight re-fuelllng, the sources said. Their arrival co- 
incided with reports in N’djamena tint columns of the 
rebel Frollnat movement were resuming their march 
towards the capital. A series of frollnat successes 
against government forces in recent weeks has led Fran- 
ce to send troop reinforcements to Chad, and as evacua- 
tion of french civilians is under way.

Mr. Dayan said the propo- 
sed planes package - - 60 F-15s 
to Saudi Arabia, 50 F-5s to 
Egypt and 90 F-15s and F-16s 
to Israeli -- did not come up 
in a two-hour meeting with 
Secretary of State Cyrus Van- 
ce this morning. 

Mr. Dayan said bis talks 
with Mr. Vance were devoted 
to exploring ways of reviving 
the stalled Israeli-Egyptian pe- 
ace negotiations. 

But bis decislcm to restate 
' publicly the blunt Israeli criti- 
cism of tbe plane sales packa- 
ge indicated that the talks he- 
re so for had foiled to over- 
come strains in U.S. -Israeli

ISLAMABAD, April 27 (R). — 
The armed forces in Afghanis- 
tan said tonight they had top- 
pled the government of Presi- 
dent Mohammad Daoud, the 
country’s ruler for the past 
five years, after heavy fight- 
ing in the capital, Kabul. 

In announcements broadcast 
by Kabul Radio, the rebels 
said Gen. Dagarwal Abdul Kh- 
adir had been named head of 
tixe Armed' Forces Revolution 
Council. 

The fighting in Kabul broke 
out around noon. Tanks and 
automatic weapons raked ce- 
ntral sections of the city with 
concentrated fire. And Sovi- 
et-built MiG-21 jets were rep- 
orted to have strafed and bo- 
mbed Kabul airport- 

Tonight the armed forces -an- 
nounced a curfew and said any- 
one violating the revolutionary 
council’s orders would be dealt 
with. 

Bodies were said to be str- 
ewn around the presidential 
palace and firing was repor- 


ted from the roof of at least 
one government building. 

Kabul Radio said tonight Pr- 
esident Daoud had been “wip- 
ed out entirely” and power 
was in the hands of aq armed 
forces revolutionary council. 

The broadcast did not spe- 
cify whether the Afghan ruler 
had been killed. 

President Daoud took cont- 
rol of the country in July, 1973, 
after leading a successful coup 
against his cousin. King Zah- 
ir Shah, and establishing a re- 
public. 

Gen. Daoud, 68, had drawn 
criticism for his attempts to 
establish a one-party state and 
his way of instituting land re- 
forms in the mountainous co- 
untry, which borders the Sovi- 
et Union, Pakistan, Iran and 
China. 

President Daoud came to po- 
wer backed by an army which 
had been Soviet trained. But 
his his regime vowed to fol- 
low a policy of non-alignment 
and not to take part in military 


pacts. 

He was forced to take a ca- 
reful path in his domestic po- 
licies between conservatism, 
represented by the leaders of 
the country's dominant Muslim 
religion and reformists among 
the young Soviet-trained army 
officers and new technocrats. 
Other rival groups also sought 
support. 

Tbe president's own politi- 
cal philosophy has been hard 
to define he is best described 
as a nationalist 

Reports reaching here said 
today’s battle was apparently 
sparked by an earlier Kabul 
Radio announcement that sev- 
en communist leaders had be- 
en arrested. 

One of Afghanistan’s most 
prominent communists, Mir Ak- 
bar Khaibir, was shot dead 
on April 17. 

Two days later 15,000 peo- 
ple bearing his body marched 
past the U.S. embassy denoun- 
cing the American Central Ite- 
lligence Agency (CIA).

All 74 deputies at an extra- 
ordinary session of the single- 
house parliament approved a 
plan aimed at restoring the go- 
vernment's authority over the 
country’s heavily-armed politi- 
cal and religious factions. 

Tbe six-point formula, wo- 
rked out be leading politicians, 
laid special emphasis on secu- 
rity as a basis for reconciling 
the Christian, Moslem and Pa- 
lestinian communities. 

Political analysts said tbe 
proposals were unlikely to be 
implemented in tbe near futu- 
re and were regarded more 
as a declaration of principles 
for the next government. 

Today's vote was a personal 
success for President Elias 
Sarkis. He has been pressing 
privately for strong curbs on 
the rival gunmen who have 
blocked moves to heal the de- 
ep divisions left by the 1975- 
76 civil war.

camp near Tyre 
rocketed by 
Israeli units 


BEIRUT, April 27 (AP). — Pa- 
lestinians and Lebanese leftists 
reported that Israeli gunboats 
and helicopters rocketed and 
strafed a Palestinian refugee 
camp south of the coastal to- 
wn of Tyre today in a “grave 
violation” of the ceasefire in 
war-conquered south Lebanon. 

“The Rashidieh camp was 
struck by rockets and bombs 
from naval enemy units as he- 
licopters straffed the camp for 
45 minutes at sundown,” a co- 
mmunique distributed by tbe 
Palestine Liberation Organisat- 
ion in Beirut said. 

The camp, with 13,000 U.N. 
registered refugees, is five ki- 
lometers south of Tyre, where 
French paratroopers of a U-N. 
peacekeeping force police tbe 
only enclave left with guerril- 
la positions south of the Litani 
River. 

The. guerrilla communique 
said long range Israeli artillery 
joined the bombardment of the 
camp from border positions as 
guerrilla forces returned fire.

House Speaker Kamel As’ad 
told reporters that parliament 
bad dearly reflected the de- 
sire of tbe people for unity 
and peace. Dr. Hoss said: 
“What happened was a positi- 
ve step which we hope will be 
followed by others." 

Franfleh, Karaxnl stay away 

Despite the general mood 
of cautious optimism, there 
were several indications that 
Lebanon's critical problems are 
still a long way from a solu- 
tion. 

Two important political bl- 
ocs were absent from today's 
session. 

One is led by Tony Franfteh, 
a rightwing Christian leader 
and son of a former president. 
The Franjieh fondly and its 
supporters are known to have 
dose ties with the Syrian lea- 
dership, which has criticised 
the formula through the go- 
vernment press in Damascus. 

The other is headed by for- 
mer Prime Minister Rashid Ka- 
rami, a conservative Moslem, 
who has said he doubts the 
usefulness and validity of the 
plan. 

Strict security measures we- 
re in force today as the depu- 
ties assembled for what has 
been called a historic session. 

Leftists had said the recon- 
ciliation proposals could lead 
to additional divisions and ten- 
sions in Lebanon. The six-point 
plan was praised mainly by ri- 
ghtwing Christians and conse- 
rvative Moslem leaders. 

The Palestinian commando 
movement reacted with reser- 
vation, reaffirming its adhere- 
nce to agreements concluded 
with Lebanese authorities ab- 
out the guerrilla presence in 
the country. Radical Palestin- 
ians attacked the formula and 
called for a continuation of 

the fight against Israel. 

Newspapers reported today 


that President Hfoa Sarkis 
was expected to ask Dr. Hoss 
to form a new government com- 
prising representatives of the 
main political groups. 

Before today's parliamentary 
session. Dr. Hoss conferred 
with Mr. Yasser Arafat, head 
of the Palestine Liberation Or- 
ganisation. 

Informed sources said their 
discussion covered the general 
situation in Lebanon in tbe li- 
ght of the parliamentary me- 
eting. 


Israeli 
troops 
scour 
Nablus 

TEL AVIV, April 27 (Agen- 
cies) — Israeli troops bun- 
ted today for Palestinian 
guerrillas believed respons- 
ible for a bomb attack on 
a tourist bus, but conced- 
ed they bad so far failed 
to detain any suspects. 

A curfew was imposed in 
two central squares and 
tbe old market in Nablus, 
in the occupied West Ba- 
nk, where a bomb was tos- 
sed yesterday into a bus 
carrying 34 West Germans. 
They belonged to a group 
doing voluntary work in Is- 
rael, to help atone for Na- 
zi crimes against the Jews. 

Two people who died we- 
re identified today as Sus- 
anne Clarissa Zahn, 21, and 
Christoph Gaede. 

Five other. West Germa- 
ns, wounded 1 when a pipe 
stuffed with explosives and 
nails was tossed in the pa- 
rked bus in Nablus Wednes- 
day evening, were reported 
improving at Tel Hashomer 
hospital near Tel Aviv. 

Security forces made ho- 
use to house searches in the 
curfew zone and made some 
arrests, but all those held 
were later released. 

The search then extended 
to tbe entire town -- lar- 
gest in the West Bank -- 
and to the suncrunding hi- 
lls. 


TURIN, April 27 (R). — Red 
Brigades guerrillas bolding ki- 
dnapped Italian ex-Premier 
Aldo Morn today shot a Fiat 
car company executive in the 
legs in a new attack. 

Two men and a woman shot 
Mr. Sergio Palmieri, 39, after 
he bad taken his children to 
school on his way to work at 
Flat’s Mirafiori plant in Turin 
where the brigades are belie- 


ved to have sympathisers on 
the shop floor. 

It was the sixth shooting 
since the kidnapping of Mr. 
Mono on March 16 by the far- 
left extremists who yesterday 
shot a Christian Democratic 
politician in the legs in Rome. 

The attack was also the 
11th against Fiat executives 
since June 1975.

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Dawn of Lebanese 
reconciliation ? 


A new Lebanese cabinet is about to be formed 
under the influence of two recent developments which 
now dominate the scene in the country: the Israeli 
occupation of south Lebanon and the resignation of 
the cabinet of technocrats, which, according to a 
passing reference by former Premier Selim A1 Hoss, 
might have been calculated to break the deadlock over 
national reconciliation among the country's warring 
factions. 

As it stands, despite overly optimistic utterances 
to the contrary, national reconciliation has not yet 
taken place. Whatever agreement exists so far is of 
the nature of a declaration of principles or a possible 
basis for reconciliation at some future date, approved 
by a parliament which has ceased to be representative 
of public opinion in the country and which reflects 
trends that existed prior to the outbreak of the civil 
war three years ago. 

It would be overly sanguine to imagine that the 
country’s warlords are about to undermine their own 
power bases by disbanding their private militias of 
their own free will, unless they plan to reenlist their 
men in a national army that will take orders from 
factional leaders rather than the legally constituted 
authority in the country. 

Nor is it likely that the Palestinians or their left- 
ist allies will accept anything more than a temporary 
ban on their operations against Israel from Lebanese 
soil, for the simple reason that they have nowhere else 
to go. As for Israeli withdrawal from south Lebanon, 
desirable as this may be, no group of Lebanese politi- 
cians can either order or legislate that state of affairs 
into being. 

As though to drive home the fragile nature of the 
national reconciliation that exists to date, Beshir 
Geraayel, leader of the rightwing militias, has let it 
be known that as long as the Palestinians are there 
“we cannot say that the war has ended.” 

From the looks of things, the only reconciliation 
that exists is that between the country’s traditional 
Maronite and Muslim Sunni leaders. This is no great 
achievement, as the latter have lost almost all vestiges 
of their former power. 

Such an agreement was demanded by Mr. Pierre 
Gemayel's Phalangist Party at the outset of the civil ! 
war. Whereas it is more feasible now that the left has ; 
been more or less thoroughly crushed, it will at best ; 
take things back to where they were at the end of the 
first, and more limited, civil war in 1958. Such a 
situation will inexorably lead right back to 1975, and 
presages another possible catastrophe against which 
former Interior Minister Salah Salman has warned. 

Indeed, Lebanese politicians of various persua- 
sions, including Mr. Pierre Gemayel, arc agreed that 
without national detente catastrophe is inevitable. 
The resignation of the A1 Hoss cabinet has put the 
fat in the fire. Whether this latest in a long series of 
abortive Lebanese agreements manages to outdo the 
record of its predecessors will depend on how much 
effect Israel's occupation of south Lebanon will have, 
and on how the country’s leaders will choose to tackle 
the problem. It will also depend on whether the 
Lebanese have decided to give each other a square 
deal, one that does justice to all sides. 


Agricultural cooperatives help farmers to 
Ilex their collective bargaining muscles 


This is the second of a three-part series in which the 
Jordan Times investigates cooperatives, both agricul- 
tural and non-agricultural, in Jordan. Today’s article 
looks in particular at the role cooperatives play in farm- 
ing in Jordan.

AMMAN, April 26 — “The 
cost has shot up" he said, and 
the little gathering of farmers 
in the committee room all cod- 
ed in sympathy. Now it will 
cost you more than JD 30 to 
cultivate a dunum. In 19P1, he 
said, the figure was JD nine. 

The manager of the tobacco 
growers cooperative at Taybe. 
Mr. Mohammad Ismail, was tal- 
king about the profit squeeze 
that has been threatening to 
push his members out of busi- 
ness. 

But, the manager conti- 
nued, the crisis seems to have 
been averted at least for the 
moment. The cooperative, he 
said with a bit of a gleam in 
his eye, has been able to stand 
up to the cigarette factory and 
demand better prices. It has 
also invested in labour-saving 
harvesting machines that will 
cut costs significantly. 
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ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Commenting on what it described as the historic meeting 
between His Majesty King Hussein and Yugoslav President Josef 
Tito, AL DUSTOUR said Thursday that it was only natural that 
the Arab issue should figure prominently in the two leaders’ dis- 
cussions as it did in the speeches they exchanged at a dinner 
party last night 

The newspaper notes the solid insistence in the two speeches 
on supporting the everlasting rights of the Palestinian people 
on their own land as well as their right to self-determination. 
Added to this was President Tito's call on the Arabs to forego 
their differences and unite their ranks, because solidarity is the 
indispensable focal point for concerted action. President Tito's 
appeal shows “to what extent Arab differences were causing 
worry to their friends and to those who believe in the justice of 
our cause," Ai Dustour says. 

Arab solidarity has become not only an Arab necessity but 
also a pressing demand by those friends in order that they may 
continue their effective support of the Arab issue, Ai Dustour 
continues. 

The newspaper praises President Tito's undaunting support 
of the Arab rights and his unreserved condemnation of Israel, 
when he described its policy as far from conducive to peace. 

On the same subject the Amman weekly AKHBAR AL 
USBOU expects that King Hussein’s visit to Yugoslavia will fur- 
ther promote Jordanian-Yugoslav relations in various fields. It 
says the visit, the first the King has ever made to this European 
country, will be welcomed in both Jordan and Yugoslavia and 
favourably received in the Arab world at large. 




The Taybe cooperative is one 
of morcTThan a hundred agri- 
cultural “multi-purpose" soci- 
eties in Jordan. All together, 
there are about 10,000 farmers 
in the country who belong to 
the cooperative movement and 
their numbers have been grow- 
ing fast recently. 

Cooperatives are responsible 
for about half the tobacco pro- - 
duction in the country, and the 
one at Taybe which covers the 
area of Amman and its suburbs 
is the biggest It was set up 
in 1971 when the JCO made it 
clear it could not go on provid- 
ing credit to individual far- 
mers for ever. In that year it 
had 16 members. Now it boasts 
nearly 50. 

The visible manifestation of 
the cooperative is a large, gai- 
ly-painted store a few kilome- 
tres from the city centre. As 
we drove up to it a team of 
men were loading sacks of fer- 
tiliser into a lorry. The past 
couple of years have been too 
dry to grow much tobacco and 
so the surplus space at the 
store has been rented out to 
the Jordan Cooperative Society 
which uses it for stocking the 
agricultural supplies that it 
buys to sell cheap to its me- 
mbers. 

Run on democratic Unes 

Above the stores, there are 
offices and a large hall, where 
all the members of the coope- 
rative meet at least once a year 
to discuss the business of their 
society and to elect a new ma- 
nagement committee. 

Jordan’s cooperatives are 
run on democratic lines. Mr. 
Ismail is the manager of the 
cooperative and he is appoint- 
ed by the JCO. But if the far- 
mers do not like him they can 
demand that he be removed. 
The idea is that cooperative 
members should eventually pay 
the whole of the manager’s 
salary themselves. Even now it 
is the assembly of cooperative 
members who have the final 
say in the important decisions 
and one official admitted rue- 
fully that the tobacco growers 


often refuse to take the JCO’s 
advice. 

The hall where members me- 
et can also be hired out for 
parties. 

And there has been reason 
to celebrate. In 1974, accord- 
ing to Mr. Ismail, the stores 
saved the cooperative the sum 
of JD 20,000. 

Before the stores were built 
the tobacco farmers used to 
hand their crop straight to the 
cigarette factory to be graded 
and stored. Dissatisfied with 
the price they were offered by 
the tobacco company in 1974, 
the cooperative resolved to flex 
their collective bargaining 
muscles. They refused 10 sell, 
and instead kept their whole 
crop in the store. 

In the end. Mr. Ismail re- 
counted. it was the company 
which gave in and not only paid 
for the costs of storage but 
also offered a much higher pri- 
ce for the tobacco. 

There is clearly a lot to be 
said for acting as a group. The 
cooperative has insisted .on 
having a bigger say in the way 
their crop is graded by the 
company. Mr. Tsmail. who rep- 
resents the farmers on the gov- 
ernment committee which fix- 
es the price of cigarettes. Feels 
that he is now in a much stro- 
nger position to defend their 
interests. And the society has 
even taken over the business 
of renting land on behalf of its 
members, very few of whom 
have land of their own. Acting 
as a group the tobacco farm- 
ers have been able to extract 
more favourable terms from 
land-owners than they could 
have done individually. 

Indirect heh» for non-members 

Mr. Ismail claims that the 
cooperative has done a lot ev- 
en for those farmers who are 
not members of the society. 
Until the cooperative was form- 
ed, the cigarette company pro- 
vided almost all the credit and 
- services available to tobacco 
growers. By presenting It with 
a bit of competition the coope- 
rative thinks that it has forced 
the company to improve the 
terms that it offers to its client 
fanners. 

The members of the Taybe 
cooperative come from a wide 
area and do not have much in 
common except for their toba- 
cco. In other cooperatives it 
is different. Some are formed 
from members of the same vil- 
lage or even family. No coope- 
rative has gone as far as com- 
munalising the land of its me- 
mbers. But near Irbid coopera- 
tive societies have got their 
members to exchange pieces of 
land, sow and plough the land 
communally and introduce qui- 
te new agricultural techniques. 

The land around Irbid is dry 
and much of it has been im- 
poverished by poor farming. 
To boost output the practice 
of ploughing up and down hill 
along narrow strip fields must 
be stopped. Otherwise the ra- 
infall merely rushes down hill, 
carrying with it the precious 
top soil. Instead, the fields 
should be ploughed along the 
contours and a light chisel pl- 
ough used so that the soil is 
not dried out too much. 

The technology is well kno- 
wn and the JCO has been try- 
ing to persuade farmers of its 
effectiveness by setting up de- 
monstration farms. The terms 
of the Five Year Plan have giv- 
en the JCO the responsibility 
of raising agricultural output 
in certain sectors by introduc- 
ing better materials and know- 
how. This is the importance of 
the manager-experts who are 
attached in an advisory capa- 
city to cooperative branches. 

But in the Irbid region, little 
can really be changed unless 
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Tobacco g row er * co-op mon at 


farmers work together. A 
tractor, for instance, can be 
used to do contour ploughing if 
farmers agree to join their strip 
fields together - - a: least tem- 
porarily. Tne JCO has no hope 
of altering patterns of land- 
owning, since the rules which 
govern this are based on the 
Islamic sharia. And officials at 
the JCO feel that it is hard 
enough getting people to co- 
operate at alJ, without intro- 
ducing the explosive question 
of ownership. 

But the JCO feels that it 
can do something. "If we can 
achieve a pooling of services 
for these fragmented pieces of 
land" former JCO Director 
General Marwan Dudin said, 
“then we are dealing with the 
most serious problems"

Doctors meet to combat fragmentation 
in medical science in Jordan

AMMAN, April 27 — The Jor- 
danian Annual Medico-Surgical 
Meeting opened here today 
with the reading of a wide ra- 
nge of technical papers. 

Among the estimated 200 
participants there are five dis- 
tinguished guests from abroad. 
They are: Dr. Michael Riley, 
a top London surgeon; Dr. Ali 
Murtada and Dr. Paul Ghalu- 
njy, both from Cairo and fam- 
ous for their work in eye dis- 
eases and in endocrinology res- 
pectively; Dr. Marwan Uweida, 
from tin American University 
of Beirut and Dr. Ole Sechur, 
a well known anaesthetist from 
Denmark. 

The two-day meeting, the 
first in which the Jordan sur- 
gical and medical societies have 
met jointly, will hear forty pa- 
pers dealing mainly with rese- 
arch which has been carried 
out in Jordan. A report will be 
given for instance about the 












work which the Ring Hussein 
Medical Centre has been doing 
in heart surgery. 

The chairman of the meeting. 
Dr. Nabih Mu’ammar, told the 
Jordan Times that the confe- 
rence was an attempt to com- 





bat the tendency towards fra- 
gmentation in medical science. 
In his opening address he po- 
inted out that over the last 
decade scientific knowledge has 
doubled, making it more arid 
more difficult for doctors to 


keep abreast of the latest de- 
velopments outside their own 
specialities. For this reason, 
most of the papers at the me- 
eting cover general subjects 
which would be of interest to 
specialists from every field of 
surgery and internal medicine. 

Specialised conferences on 
the middle ear, say, or the hip 
joint are anyway not possible 
in Jordan, Dr. Mu’amznar con- 
tinued. because the number of 
specialists here in any one fi- 
eld is so limited. The total nu- 
mber of surgeons and physici- 
ans in the country is estimated 
at not much above 250. 

Lining the walls of the lob- 
by at the Professional Associa- 
tions Complex where the me- 
eting is taking place, is a dis- 
play of drugs and medical equi- 
pment. And one participant at 
the meeting who was not me- 
ntioned on the official lists 
but who was obviously taking 
an amused view of the procee- 
dings was ... a plastic skelet- 
on.

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Israel plans major 
changes in business 
laws to attract more 
foreign investments 

NEW YORK, April 27 (AP). — The government of Israel outlined its new 
foreign business policies last night, hoping proposed changes in its laws will 
increase investments in the country. Mr. Uriel Lynn, newly appointed 
North American Director of the Government of Israel Investment Autho- 
rity, said his government wants to increase that number and encourage 
expansion of existing companies, particularly in sophisticated technology. 
He said Israel’s most important resource is “brain power”.

The authority's proposals 
have passed one!* of the three 
votes needed in the Israeli Kn- 
esset, Mr. Lynn said. He ex- 
pects final approval within 30 
days. The legislation would be 
retroactive to April 1. 

Among the proposals are 
to reduce taxes on the profits 
of foreign businesses operat- 
ing in Israel, increase govern- 
ment grants to foreign firms 
and simplify bureaucratic pro- 
cedures. 

The changes for new invest- 
ments are different from tho- 
se for established industries. 

For new foreign firms, or 
for firms that are expanding: 

-- Israel would reduce pa- 
per work by ending tax exemp- 
tions from several indirect and 
property taxes. Instead, a for- 
eign business would pay full 
taxes but receive a flat gov- 
ernment grant worth five per 
cent of the firm’s assets in Is- 
rael- 

- - Other grants are being 
changed to encourage business 
growth outside Tel Aviv and 


the centre of the country. A 
five per cent government grant 
once offered in the centre area 
is being eliminated, but the go- 
vernment will continue to of- 
fer 15 per cent grants for pro- 
jects just outside the centre 
and 30 per cent grants for 
projects in the outermost zone, 
40 miles from the centre area. 

.. The tax on corporate 
gaming s will be reduced from 
40 per cent to 30 per cent. If 
the remaining earnings after 
the corporate tax axe rein- 
vested in Israel, there would 
he no income tax. But If the 
earnings are distributed, a 15 
per cent income tax would be 
levied. 

-- The government would 
provide ten-year loans to for- 
eign firms at 17 per cent In- 
terest, which Mr. Lynn des- 
cribed as a "negative interest" 
because of Israel’s inflation 
rate of 25 to 30 per cent. 

- - These incentives to for- 
eign businesses would not be 
subject to conditions, as had 
been true with other incenti- 


ves in the past. 

For foreign businesses al- 
ready operating in Israel, the 
government will maintain the 40 
per cent corporate tax but in- 
tends to reduce the income 
tax on retained earnings from 
35 per cent to 20 per cent. 

It also would allow the es- 
tablished foreign firms to re- 
value their inventories to make 
adjustments for inflation, at a 
rate of 25 per cent of the in- 
flation impact in 1978 and 50 
per cent hi 1979. 


WASHINGTON, April 27 (AP). — The UJS. Supreme Court. 
ora 1 st rong dissents fay four of its nine members, ruled yes- 
terday that American corporations have a right to speak out 
os political issues and can spend corporate funds in doing so. 

"The inherent worth of the speech in terms of its cap acity 
for informing the public does not depend upon foe I dent ity of 
its source, whether corporation, association, union or indivi- 
dual," Justice Lewis F, Powell Jr. wrote for the court’s majo- 
rity, 

Powell’s sweeping opinion, for the first time gives all cor- 
porations a full share of free speech rights previously enjoyed 
only by U.S. corporations in the business of communications or 
entertainment 

“The press does not have a monopoly on either the First 
(Constitutional) Amendment or the ability to enlighten. Jus- 
tice Powell said. 

Justice Byron R. White, writing a dissenting opinion, said 
the decision “casts considerably doubt" on the constitutionality 
of laws in 31 U-S. states which limit corporate political acti- 
vity and on the Federal Corrupt Practices Act which ban 
corporations from spending money in candidate elections. 

The Federal Election Commission said it was withholding 
comment on the ruling’s impact on U.S. law until its lawyers 
could review it. 

The Chamber of Commerce hailed the decision as a great 
victory for the business community. 

The decision struck down a M a s sa chus etts law that bad 
barred corporations and banks from spending money to make 
known their views on issues not materially affecting their 
businesses. 


U.S. Senate approves budget 


U.K. firm strikes oil 
at new North Sea well 


WASHINGTON, April 27 
(AP). — The Senate yesterday 
approved a $498.9 billion Unit- 
ed states Budget for next year 
that includes slightly less in 
overall spending and a bit 
more money for defence. 

The proposed spending plan 
for the fiscal year starting on 
Oct. Z, which views inflation 
as a greater problem than a 
sluggish American economy, 
was approved on a 64-27 vote 
and sent to the House of Re- 
presentatives for consideration. 

* The House and Senate have 
until May 15 to agree on a te- 
ntative budget. The figures 
will guide Congressional com- 


mittees as they consider bills 
between now and Oct. 1. On 
that date, the figures will be- 
come binding limits on spend- 
ing and tax cuts for the suc- 
ceeding 12 months. 

In approving the budget pl- 
an, the Senate left room for 
an income-tax cut of up to 
$19.1 billion, effective next 
Jan. 1. President Jimmy Car- 
ter has recommended a net 
reduction of about $24 billion, 
effective Oct. 1. The Senate 
budget thus would accommo- 
date the same rate of Carter’s 
tax cut, but only for nine mo- 
nths of fiscal 1979. 

The budget assumes U.S. 
defence spending of $116.6 bil- 


lion, which is $1.2 billion ab- 
ove Carter’s original proposal. 
It would result in a three per 
cent, inflation-adjusted incre- 
ase in militar y spending, ful- 
filling the Carter administra- 
tion’s pledge to European alli- 
es not to reduce U.5. military 
preparedness. 

In addition to $116.6 bil- 
lion for defence, the budget 
includes $10.1 billion for ener- 
gy, $49.5 billion for health, 
$31.2 billion for education, 
training and social services, 
$159.9 billion for such income- 
security programmes as social 
security and welfare, and $20.8 
billion for military veterans.

LONDON, April 27 (AP). — 
Occidental Petroleum Corpo- 
ration announced last night a 
new test well in the North 
Sea has struck oil about 110 
miles east of the Orkney Is- 
lands. 

But in a statement issued 
here Occidental said "additi- 
onal wells must he drilled be- 
fore the discovery's commerci- 
al significance, if any, can be 
assessed.” 

It said the well, in the Bri- 
tish sector, was tested from 
upper Jurassic sands at the 
rate of 1,400 barrels per day 
of 27.1 API gravity crude ofl. 

The exploratory drilling was 
done by a British rig and the 
new well -- identified as 14- 
18-1 - - is the first to be com- 


pleted under the fifth round li- 
censing agreement in which 
the British National Oil Cor- 
poration (BNOC) holds a 51 
per cent interest. Other share- 
holders are Occidental, Getty 
03 Co, Allied Chemical Cor- 
poration, Thomson Scottish 
Petroleum Ltd. 

Occidental said the new 
weU is eight miles west of its 
Claymore field production pla- 
tform and 28 miles west of foe 
group’s Piper field platform. 

Both are linked by a 135- 
mile pipeline to a terminal in 
the Orkney Islands at the nor- 
thernmost end of Scotland. 

The company also announc- 
ed It has applied to the gov- 
ernment to drill a second well 
on block 14-18, the charted 
area of the new strike.

Big business takes over Italy’s cigarette 
smuggling as the lira’s drop against Swiss 
franc makes one-man operations unprofitable 


Devaluation of the lira against Ihe Swiss franc has 
stopped one-man smuggling operations across the bor- 
der. Well organised hands now bring illicit smokes to 
Italy via other routes in big-business operations.

NAPLES (F.T.) — Marlborou- 
ghs. Camels and other cheap 
supplies of American cigaret- 
tes are difficult to come by 
in Naples at the present time; 
the cigarette smugglers are on 
strike. At least, most of them 
are, in indignation that their 
perennial opponents in the lo- 
cal version of cogs and rob- 
bers. the Guardia di Fina nza , 
are playing the game too hard. 

The Guardia di Finanza, or 
Finance Guard, a para-military 
organisation responsible for 
fighting crime in the areas of 
finance and taxation, has re- 
cently extended both the sco- 
pe of its activity In the bay 
of Naples itself and the seve- 
rity of its anti-smuggling me- 
asures. 

This has interfered with the 
thriving cigarette smuggling 
trade in the region, involving 
the transfer of cargoes, main- 
ly in Greece, from ocean go- 
ing vessels out in die bay to 
fast motor boats which bear 
them ashore .to contacts in 
the oort of Naples and ad- 
joining communities. The con- 
tacts pass them on to whole- 
salers and retailers. 

Neapolitans, some 40,000 or 
so of whom are said to get 
their living, directly or indi- 


rectly. from the illicit trade, 
consider this interference a 
dirty business. Even the com- 
munist Mayor of Naples, Sig- 
nor Maurizio VaJenzi, with 
120,000 or so unemployed fr- 
om a total population of 1.5 
m. has urged the zealots of 
the guard to relax their vigi- 
lance and let people get on 
with earning a dishonest liv- 
ing. 

But die guardsmen won’t 
listen. One of the few central 
government agencies which se- 
ems to take its duties seriou- 
sly, and busy enough trying 
to cope with similar offences 
such as tax evasion and cur- 
rency smuggling, the Guardia 
seems unrelenting in its war 
on contraband. 

Dav to day incidents betwe- 
en law breakers and law en- 
forcers often take on the sc- 
enario of a 007 film. In a com- 
bined land-sea operation in 
Naples bay one night in the 
middle of March, one patrol 
from the Guardia intercepted 
a 400-ton ship. Flying a Pana- 
manian flap, with a Greek 
skipper, and the appropriate 
name of "Seven Dark", die 
ship lay about 50 miles out to 
sea from Capri. The guard 
confiscated its cargo of cont- 
raband smokes. 

Meanwhile, other patrols 


tackled two of the "blue mo- 
torboats” of the delivery ser- 
vice. one about 10 miles south 
of Capri and the other In the 
vicinity of the community of 
Torre Annunziata. It took six 
attempts to board the vessels 
in a rough sea. Crewmen arm- 
ed with sticks and axe handles 
put up a battle in which me- 
mbers of the guard were bad- 
ly injured. At the same time, 
still other members of the for- 
ce struck at bases of the smu- 
gglers on land. 

The net result of the exer- 
cise was the seizing of a ton- 
and-a-haif of cigarettes, with 
an estimated commercial value 
of about 300 m. lire (around 
£185.000). The round-up also 
resulted in die sequestration 
of a lorrv. four cars, seven 
radio transmitters and other 
equipment 

Just a few days before, the 
Guardia di Finanza had (Hil- 
led off an even more spectac- 
ular coup. In a raid on an 
apartment in the hills of Po- 
sillipo thev had uncovered the 


operations room of the smug- 
glers for the whole bay of 
Naples area, complete with 
"war chart” on the wall. This 
showed the disposition and 
routes both of the contraband 
fleet and vessels of the guard- 
ia patrol. 

A team in the headquarters, 
equipped with highly sophisti- 
cated electronic devices, and 
using powerful radio transmi- 
tter-receivers, was busy dire- 
cting operations throughout 
the bay. It had also the ca- 
pacity to Intercept the inst- 
ructions from the guard to 
patrols. This action cleared up 
the mystery of why the smu- 
gglers were so often success- 
ful in evading capture. 

Among the booty seized in 
this raid were lists of expec- 
ted cargoes, with dates and 
times of arrival; various we- 
apons: a fair amount of cash; 
and even a quantity of coc- 
aine. This last haul confirmed 
the hypothesis that regular 
cigarette smuggling is tied in 


with drug smuggling in the 
area. 

Mafia involvement 

The scale of the operation 
also seemed to establish that 
the routine business is now 
beine run by very powerful 
interests (including possibly 
the Mafia?). What was once 
an industry of smaller intre- 
preneurs is now in the hands 
of racketeers who expect big 
pickings. 

For many years the proto- 
type of the cigarette smug- 
gler was an inhabitant of the 
Chia$$o area of the Swiss- 
Italian border who humped 
cartons of smokes over the 
frontier through the hills, get- 
ting paid so much for each 
load. This trade thrived in the 
fifties and sixties, but in die 
seventies has dwindled to al- 
most nothing. 

On* reason for the demise 
of this traffic is that the Ita- 
lian lire has become so dev- 
alued in terms of the Swiss 
franc that the price of cont- 
raband dutv free cigarettes 
from Switzerland delivered in 
Milan (the main destination) 
is now very little below that 
of smokes imported through 
regular channels, with duty 
paid. 


At the same time, the small 
smuggler has seen his busin- 
ess takes away by big, well 
organised gangs who are much 
more daring and ruthless in 
their methods. The activities 
in the bay of Naples area are 
an indication both of scale 
of their ■ operations and the 
brazenness of their methods. 

Other big time racketeers 
are said to have organised a 
massive regular traffic in ci- 
garettes derived from sources 
in countries such as West 
Germany and Holland. The 
contraband is trans-shipped 
disguised as other merchandi- 
se, in TIR lorries across the 
northern borders of Italy with 
Switzerland, France and Aust- 
ria. 

Cigarette smuggling is big 
business. In the first ten mo- 
nths of 1977 alone, the Gu- 
ardia di Finanza officers int- 
ercepted some 820 toss of 
contraband tobacco products, 
duty on which would have 
amounted to some 23,000 m. 
lire (about £15 m.). This haul 
also involved the sequestrat- 
ion of around 2,000 lorries and 
200 boats. What got past the 
guards is known only to the 
smugglers, and to Italian sm- 
okers.

Practical formulation of an integrated programme for 
raw materials and foods proves to be extremely difficult

LONDON (F.T.) — The idea 
of a UN-sponsored Integrated 
Programme for Commodities 
(IPO was launched at a me- 
eting of the UN Conference 
on Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD) in Nairobi, May 
1976. U is still little more 
than an idea; the practical fo- 
rmulation of the IPC is prov- 
ing extremely difficult. 

Ideally, polities of a well- 
ordered pragmatism are requi- 
re& qvherebv- commodities tea.-- 
i dingr would; b^jkept more- or-,; 
• less uniformly remunerative to 
producers and equitable to co- 
nsumers; they would take ac- 
count of the changing world 
economic climate and promote 
equilibrium between supply 
and demand. 

The operation of the poli- 
ties would be through the 
medium of international com- 
modity agreements. Such ag- 


reements usually mean the 
settine up of buffer stocks so 
that a commodity can be bou- 
ght when prices reach an ag- 
reed minimum and sold when 
they reach an agreed maxi- 
mum. 

Conferences to discuss wo- 
rld supplies and demand of 
coffee, cocoa, sugar, wheat, 
and tin, existed prior to the 
conception of IPC. UNCTAD 
promotes conferences to get 
agreements on other major 
raw ma terials sur.h as jllte, 
hard fibre, tea, iron ore, cop- 
per, -manganese, phosphates^ 
tropical timber and vegetable 
oils. Progress on these has 
been extremely slow. On bau- 
xite, bananas and meat, it has 
been virtually nonexistent. 

Only rubber is on schedule, 
and a fuilv-fledged negotiating 
conference has been called for 
October-November of this ye- 
ar. If it succeeds, and there is 
a good chance that it will, 
IPC could declare a robber

agreement by the end of foe 
year -- the original deadline 
set for agreements on all the 
eighteen commodities with 
which the programme is con- 
cerned. 

Bright hopes for copper 

Copper too is a commodity 
for which hopes are reason- 
ably bright This is despite 
the fact that successive con- 
ferences have tended to cover 
the same negotiating ground 
time and time again, and then 
pass their disagreements on to 


experts who similarly make 
little progress. Even the ma- 
jor members of the copper 
producers’ association. C3PEC, 
have failed to agree among 
themselves on the need for 
a production cutback despite 
the o resent very depressed pr- 
ice of the metaL 
Nevertheless, the view is 
widelv held that uneconomic 
prices will soon force produc- 
ers to seek an international 
agreement, while worries ab- 
out long term supplies will 
bring the consumers into line. 

Even a producers* agreem- 
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ent could run into opposition 
from transnational corporatio- 
ns who would be most un- 
happy about the inclusion of 
export controls as a support- 
ing strategy. But past exper- 
ience has shown that a copper 
agreement is likely to be re- 
ached when prices are very 
low and the producers under 
pressure. 

This was certainly the case 
with the International Sugar 
Agreement which was negoti- 
ated last year, even though 
sugar prices are still much 
lower than the. ^negotiators 
intended. . . 

The International Sugar Ag- 
reement imposes export quo- 
tas on members when market 
prices fall below a minimum. 
But the rush to buy and sell 
during the last few months 
of 1977, and so beat the ex- 
port deadline, left comfortab- 
le stocks in most of the con- 
sumer countries. This situati- 
on has been aggravated by the 
fact that the EEC, a major 
exporter, is not a partner to 
the agreement and is not bou- 
nd by the export limits. The 
position may improve as sto- 
cks are used up. but not all 
the analysts are happy that 
this will happen soon enough 
to please foe other major pr- 
oducers. 

A further criticism levelled 
at the sugar agreement is that 
the delegates, in their enthu- 
siasm to succeed, approved 
export quotas that were mu- 
ch too high. These attracted 
a commendable number of 
producers to join the agree- 
ment, but left the market ov- 
ersupplled. This kind of sit- 
uation is a consequence of 
agreements usually being ne- 
gotiated by diplomats and po- 
liticians rather than by ex- 
perts in the commodity trade 
under discussion. 

Not enough experts* 

It is up to individual gov- 
ernments to appoint their de- 
legates to these conferences. 
Some governments, particular- 
ly those of the developed na- 
tions. are better than others 
at choosing trade experts. 
Many developing countries di- 
mply do not have any experts 
to appoint. The UNCTAD sec- 
retariat itself does not include 


one oerson who has the ex- 
perience of working for a co- 
mmodity trading house. 

This lack of expertise and 
of informed and well-distip- 
llned pragmatism has beset 
IPC from Its verv inception. 
And only last December a 
conference discussing foe IPC 
Common Fund broke down 
inconclusively. The developed 
countries wanted to keep foe 
fund oriented solely towards 
the financing of buffer stocks, 
while the developing nations 
wanted to be able to draw 
on it for their development 
projects. 

IPC's difficulties have un- 
doubtedly dealt a blow to the 
aspirations of the world's de- 
veloping countries. And they 
contrast sharply with hopes 
of a new economic order aim- 
ed at giving the developing 
countries a greater share of 
the world's wealth. 

The developing countries' 
problems are compounded by 
their lack of suitable guidan- 
ce towards making more real- 
istic demands in pursuance of 
their aspirations. Some 
UNCTAD officials would like- 
to see foe Group of 77 (de- 
velODing countries) set up th- 
eir own small research orga- 
nisation to provide them with 
statistics and other backgro- 
und information. 

Such a body would also ha- 
ve the advantage of restoring 
the neutral reputation of 
UNCTAD. At present the 
UNCTAD secretariat receives 
requests aplenty for technical 
help from developing countri- 
es' delegates who do not kn- 
ow where else to turn. Bec- 
ause UNCTAD does help them 
it is sometimes accused of 
having a permanent bias in 
favour of the Third World- 

But it would be unfair to 
blame the developing countri- 
es for all the stagnation by 
which IPC Is beset Just be- 
fore Easter of this year, the 
conference negotiating a new 
wheat agreement adjourned 
amid statements of optimism, 
but without any concrete ach- 
ievement beyond a date for 
reconvening. The adjournment 
was caused by a split betwe- 
en two developed country con- 
sumers. the USA and the EEC

ASK OMAR 

Q.— I am confused about the 
leads of high honors against 
opposing no trump con- 
tracts. Can you shed any 
tight on this subject?—N. 
Simpson, Montreal, P.Q. 

(This question has been 
awarded the weekly prize.) 
A.— A very good question in- 
deed. Since it makes no dif- 
erence which card you lead 
from holdings that contain 
equals (king-queen or ace- 
kmg), a specific meaning can 
be assigned to each card: 
a) The lead of the ace: The 
lead of the ace asks partner 
to either unblock or to give 
count. Typically, it is made 
from holdings such as AKJlOx 
or AKJxxx. You want to know 
whether partner has the queen 
or. if not, how many cards he 
has in the suiL 

If partner has the queen, he 
must play it under the ace. Now 
you know that you can run the 
suit. If partner does not have 
the queen, he must give you 
count, Le., he must play low 
with an odd number of cards, or 
start an echo (high-low) with 
an even number. 

Consider the second holding. 
You lead the ace. dummy has a 
doubleton and partner plays a 
low card. Partner has either a 
singleton in the suit led or 
three low. If partner has a 
singleton, he will not be able to 
lead through declarer's marked 
queen. (Remember, partner 
can't have the queen— be didn't 
unblock.) Therefore, you might 
as well continue with the ace. 
If partner started with three 
cards in the suit, declarer's 
queen will drop. If not, you will 
have to abandon the suit since 
declarer will stQl be poised 
with the Q-lQ over your jack. 
You can work out the other 
combinations for yourself. 

(b) The lead of the kin g: This 

asks partner for his attitude, 
ije., whether or not he wants 
the suit continued.

With 
Jxx he would prefer a switch, 
so he plays the lower. The king 
is also led from combinations 
such as AKx or KQx where you 
might be trying to hit part- 
ner's long suit. 

c) Hie lead of the queen: This 
lead is usually the top of a 
sequence that includes the jack 
and either the ten or the nine. 
However, it may also be a 
request for partner to unblock 
the iack, if he has it. You 
would lead the queen from 
KQlOSx because you can con- 
tinue the suit safely if partner 
drops the jack. Remove the 
ten from that holding and your 
correct lead would be a low 
card.

A.— Well, count me among the 
complete idiots on both hands. 
In (a).' I realize that partner 
is bidding under pressure, but 
he must nave something to ven- 
ture on the four-level on a bad 
suit— after all. Pm looking at 
the AQ in his suit. Just three 
kings mid a singleton spade 


would give us a good play for 
slam. I would raise to five 
hearts, expecting partner to 
bid a slam if he has oily 
one spade loser. 

Matters are considerably dif- 
ferent with hand (b). Here part- 
ner quite possibly could have 
nothing but good hearts. I 
can t say Tm thrilled with the 
prospect of passing, but tbe 
auction has developed terribly 
for me. Introducing the club 
suit in an effort to improve 
tbe contract could have disas- 
trous results, for if no fit exists, 
it’s quite likely the opponents 
will double any five-level con- 
tract. Therefore, I pass. 


But tbe leftwing trade un- 
ion organisation DISK said he- 
re that plans would go ahead 
for this year's rally in Istan- 
bul's Taksim Square, where 
last year’s bloodbath occurr- 
ed.
